situation h a s been strongly influenced 
by buying for the demand. 
G erm any 
has been purchasing Australian and 
Argentine 
cargoes

weeks, the shortness of stocks in th a t 
country being caused to some extent 
by the selling rf considerable quanti­ 
ties of both rye and wheat to Russia, 
as last y e a r ’s Russian crop suffered 
damage. 
Germany, therefore, m ust now get

quarters more 
be­ 
tween Jan. 15 and the end of July this 
year th an 
she did during 
th e sam e 
- period last year. 
This fact is regard- 
j od as mainly instrum ental in causing 
the squeeze, because the river Plate 
shipm ents are required by th e United 
Kingdom, G erm any and the Mediter­ 
ranean, especially Italy. 
It is also acknowledged that consid­ 
erable damage has been done to the 
winter crops 
In Germany, Rumania,

Smoke Renders New Yorkers 
Unconscious. 


New York, May 15.— Sixty fireman, 
practically every 
man in 
seven fire 
companies, were overcome by smoke 
In fighting 
a fire in the 
Remington 
typewriter building 
at 325 Broadway. 
More than a score 
of the men were 
taken to hospitals, where sixteen of 
them now remain. 
Tt was one of the hardest fights New' 
York firemen h ave had and never was 
there more bravery shown. 
T he fire 
was in the sub-basement of the blind­ 
ing and for more than two hours th e 
men fought desperately. 
But for .he 
heroism shown many would have lost 
their lives. 
The fire originated In an unexplained 
way in the 
sub-basement, which w as 
filled with desks parked in excelsior, 
oil and carbon paper. 
These th r e w off 
meat 
m asses 
of 
choking 
smoke. 
which m ade it impossible for the m en 
to reach 
the seat 
of the 
fire. 
By 
companies the men attempted to d e ­ 
scend into the basement, only to be 
overcome by the smoke, and the next 
detachment 
w as compelled to c a rry 
the unconscious men up to th e sid**- 
vvalks.

half

groped in the smoke-choked cellar by 
the licht of lanterns, found their c o m ­ 
rades and struggled with th em up t h e 
ladders to the sidewalk, only to fall 
swooming, but ready to return to th • 
fight aTTcr th e y bad— got—a—Urnath of 
fresh air. 
Splendid service was rendered by 
the scores of young women employed 
in the building where the fire was and 
in 
near-bv 
offices'-. 
These girls, 
di­ 
rected 
by the 
ambulance 
surgeons, 
knelt on the sidewalks and assisted in 
bringing the unconscious firemen b ack 
to life. 
W om en in near-by buildings 
dragged their bedding and m a t t r e s s e s 
from their beds down to the stre e t lo 
make resting places for the sufferers. 
Scores of the 
firemen were 
o v e r ­ 
come tim e and again, each one r u s h in g 
hack into tile building as soon as be 
recovered 
consciousness. 
N o th in g 
could stop them until hospital doctors 
bundled 
th em into ambulances 
and 
hurried th em away 
to the hospitals. 
Among those in the hospitals several 
are in a serious condition, although It 
is thought all w'ill recover.
